South Carolinian Tells Senate 
Whites Will Rule His 
Section and Keep Ne- 
groes Down, 


CANDID AS TO METHODS. 


Democrats Leave Chamber While 
Colleague Is Furnishing Cam- 
paign Material for the 
Republicans. 


HOT TALK ON PHILIPPINES. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]— 
“ On your honor asa Senator and in the name 
of ordinary friendship I appeal to you to 
know how much the Republicans have paid 
that old fool from South Carolina for making 
this speech?’’ was (he question put by one 
of the oldest and most conservative Demo- 
cratic Senators to a Republican colleague 
after a sensational speech by Mr. Tillman 
today, in which the South Carolinian upheld 
the South's policy in fighting the negroes. 

“Don’t you like the speech?’ was the 
Yankee way of answering the question. 

You go straight, plum to hades,” was the 
astonishing remark of the distinguished and 
aged Southern Senator, and this was about 
as near as any one of the Democrats came 
to expressing a coherent opinion on Tillman’s 
£peech. 


Tells of South’s Principles. 


The speech by Mr. Tillman was one of the 
most remarkable ever delivered in the Sen- 
ate of the United States. The Southerner 
said, had it been known the negroes would 
be given the reins of government, the civil 
war would have been prolonged indefinitely. 

The Senator was candid in expressing the 
Democratic attitude toward the negroes. He 
insisted that, in order to maintain their self- 
respect, the white people of the South had 
been obliged to subdue the negro by what- 
ever means they could, using the shotgun 
as one of the means. He frankly described 
how t negroes had been defeated at the 


| polis, admitting that the whites had gotten 


just such majorities as were necessary. 

“ When we get ready to put a nigger’s face 
in the sand,” he shouted, “ we put his body 
there, too.” 

He declared that the people of the South 
never would submit to negro domination, 
and he hoped Republican Senators would 
turn from their ‘“‘ game of deviltry in the 
Philippines ’’ and assist the South to rid itself 
of the threat of negro domination. 


Democratic Senators Walk Out. 
._To show their disapproval of their col- 
league’s remarks every Democrat in the Sen- 
ate arose while Mr. Tillman was talking and 
‘deft the chamber, returning after the speecin 


‘Democré@ts fully realize that Tillman's | 
| Speech fis the best possible campaign ma- 


terial the Republicans have discovered at 
this session of Congress. It was so defiant 
and so clearly expresses the ultra-Demo- 
cratic view of the race question that the 
Republicans have already concluded to cir- 
culate it as a campaign document and it is 
‘said the first order will be for 5,000,000 copies 
to be distributed throughout the Northern 
States. 

While the Democratic Senators were con- 
gregated in the cloakroom one of the well- 
known Republican Senators mingled with 
the crowd and was surprised to find that the 
Democrats actually believed the Repub- 
licans had intentionally stirred up Tillman 
to make an incendiary speech so they could 
make political capital out of it. 


. Ends Hope of Republican Defeat. 


Over on the House side there was great in- 
dignation and many of the Democrats ex- 
pressed the theory that if the Republicans 
circulated Tillman’s speech freely in the 
North that one document would enable them 
to retain control of the House of Representa- 
tives, in spite of the generally expressed 
opinion that the Democrats would have a 
majority in the next House. 

The Tillman speech was an incident of 
the debate on the Philippine bill, the South 
Carolinian being aroused by a remark by 
Senator McComas of Maryland, 

Mr. McComas, referring to the alleged cru- 
elties of American soldiers in the Philippines 
—cruelties which he deeply deplored—told of 
some of the cruelties which had occurred on 
both sides during the civil war. Neither 
side, he said, was to be held responsible for 
those regrettable occurrences, as neither side 
approved of them. In this connection he 
suggested that Senators from South Caro- 
lina and Mississippi, ‘‘ where there is less 
popular liberty than in any others,” were 
shouting loudest for constitutional liberty in 
the Philippines. 


Denounces Philippine Policy. 

Mr. Tillman, securing the floor to reply to 
the Maryland Senator, charged that Mr. Mc- 
Comas had passed over with complacency 
the “‘ outrages and iniquities and barbari- 
ties ’’ which had been, he said, committed by 
American soldiers. He declared that when 
the light had been turned on in full upon the 
Philippine situation the American people 
would see to it next November that the ma- 
jority In one branch of Congress would not 
be *‘committed to this infamous policy.” 
He continued: © 

“Tf I can have my way you shall not pass 
this bill until full light has been turned on 
the Philippine situation.” 

He discussed the situation in the South 
and declared that if it had been known prior 
to the conclusion of the war that in the South 
the reins of government were to be turned 
over to the negroes there would have been 
ine a guefrilla warfare in the 
swamps of the South that would have been 
kept up indefinitely. 


How Whites Retain Control. 

In his own State there were 200,000 more 
negroes than whites, and in Mississippi 300,- 
000 more colored than white people. In order 
to maintain their self-respect the whites, he 
declared, were obliged to take the reins of 
government in the South by whatever means 
they co the shotgun as one of the 


we re to the reinaugration of white su- 
premacy in South Carolina, he said the 
whites had secured a majority of 3,900. It 
might just as easily have been, he said, 39,000 
or 99,000. They simply get such a majority 
as was necessary. 

He referred to the outrages in the Philip- 
pines, and then said he had heard only of 
the application of the “sand cure” in the 
South. He thought the sand cure, as de-

JEFF DAVIS EVADES 


ARMY OFFICHRIS SLUGEE 


LIEUTENANT KING OBJECT OF 
MYSTERIOUS ASSAULT. 


Falls Uncémscious on Porch of Resi- 
dence in Wilmette, His Face Badly 
Beaten and Suffering Internal In- 
juries—Unable to Give Pelice Any 
Information—Report That He Was 
Waylaid by Escaping Soldiers—Re- 
cently Returned from Philippines. 


First Lieutenant H. E. King of Fort Sher- 
idan, was the victim of a mysterious attack 
in Wilmette at 10 o'clock last night. He was 
beaten so severely that at 2 o'clock this morn- 


} ing it was said he might die. 


Lieutenant King’s presence in Wilmette Is 
a8 mysterious as the attack itself, although 
it was rumored that another prisoner es- 
caped from the fort in the early evening and 
that a number of details were sent out to 
effect a capture. 

King, who returned from the Philipines 
with his regiment recently, was beaten about 
the head an internally injured. 

Early this morning the officer revived and 
told disconnectedly of the attack. He had 
gore Wilmette, he said, to recover some 
papers. This he did, and was on his way 
back when the man who had followed him 
atetacked him. The Lieutenant did not give 


the man’s name, and the physiciang would 


not question him. 

The attack first became known when 
Lieutenant King staggered to the front door 
of the residence of J. M. Melville, Twelfth 
avenue and Greenwood boulevard, Wilmette, 
and fell heavily on the porch. Members of 
the family investigated and found the sol. 
dier lying unconscious in front of the door. 
He was carried inside and a physician was 
summoned. 


Unable to Tell of Attack. 

After some work Lieutenant King was re- 
vived sufficiently to tel his name, but he 
a could not or would not explain the at- 

ck. 

Soon King became delirious and the phy- 
siclan who had been called to attend him 
summoned other doctors. A consultation was 
held and it was agreed that the patient's con- 
dition was critical. 

When the Evanston police were notified 
of the attack they at once communicated 
with Fort Sheridan. After a delay of some 
time the authorities at the fort telegraphed 
for further particulars, but volunteered no 
information that would throw any light on 
who committed the assault or the motive for 
it. The particulars were supplied by the 


police and nothing further was heard from 
the fort. 


Waiting for Word from Fort. : 

At the residence of Mr. Melville, the fam- 
diy and a number of neighbors, as well as 
the physicians, were waiting at 2 o'clock 
this morning for some one to appear from 
the fort to take eharge of the injured offi- 
cer. 
*‘ We are doing all we can for the sufferer.” 
said Mr. Melville, “‘and expect to know 
more of the case before long.”’ 

Lieutenant King apparently is about 30 
years old. Little is known of his military 
record except that he served with his regi- 
ment during its campaign in the Philippines 
and returned with it about two months ago. 


MOCK MARRIAGES OF 100 | 
COUPLES DECLARED VALID. 


Ceremonies Performed in Jest at Jew- 
ish Ball in Yonkers Said to Be Bind- 
ing by Rabbi. , 


Yonkers, N. ¥., May 7.—[{Special.]—There 
is consternation in Jewish circles over the 
serious outcome of the mock marriages of 
fully 100 couples that attended the recent 
Purim ball at McCann’'s Hall. 

In the course of the ball somebody sug- 
gested that each man select a partner and 
go through a mock marriage. Fully 200, 
some of them already married, went through 
the ceremony, Including the placing of a 
ring on the finger of the bride. 

Several days later a New York rabbi in- 
formed several of the young persons that 
according to the Hébraic law every one of 
the marriages was valid. 

It is said that fully three-fourths of the 
young persons concerned will apply to the 
courts to have the marriages annulled. 
Some will abide by the result.

Arranges to Carry the 
Government’s Pneu- 
matic Boxes. 


PROFIT IN THE CONDUITS. 


City Authorities Take a Hand 
and Will Demand Compen- | 
sation to the Munici- 


pality. 


FAIL TO AWAIT EXPERTS. 


In advance of an investigation by the pos- 
tal authorities, arrangements have been 
made for the use of the tunnels of the IIli- 
nois Telephone company for the transmis- 
sion of mails by pneumatic tube service. 

The Investigating committee is_ scheduled 
to come here from Washington the latter 
part of the month, examine the situation, 
and then advertise for bids for the carrying 
of the mails. This investigation has been 
anticipated, however, by the deal which has 
been made for the use of the telephone con- 
duits. 

This is the milk in the cocoanut and ex- 
plains the enormous size of the * telephone ”’ 
conduits. 

As the telephone company has yet to se- 
cure the consent of the City Council to un- 
dertake this work its officials refuse to admit 
that any arrangements have been made. 


City to Demand a Share. 

The Judiciary committee, in considering 
the extension asked, is reckoning on the 
profits to be obtained from the government. 
The conclusion arrived at will form a basis 
for compensation to the city. 

The contract for carrying the malls, it is 
said, probably will go to the Batcheller 
Pneumatic Tube company, of which “ Dr.’’ 
William R. Kerr is the head. This company, 
as it is understood, will contract with the 
I}linois Telephone company, if the two are 
not associated already, for the use of the 
conduits. Mr. Kerr.is now in the East with 
a party of Chicago men examining pneumatic 
tube systems in ae cities. 

Kerr Favors Wie Conduits. 

“If arrangements can be made with the 
Illinois Telephone company,’ Mr. Kerr said 
yesterday in’ Boston, “ we probably will in- 
stall our pneumatic tube service in the tele- 
phone .conduits. Ut depends on the charge 
the company will make for the use of the 
tunnels.” 

There is an old ordinance in the Council 
proceedings which may be used to bring the 
telephone company té terms. It was never 
passed, but it is the only hold either the city 
or any corporation will have on the telephone 
company after it once has secured its addi- 
privileges. This ts for the ifiwtallation 
of a pneumatic tube service under the struc- 
ture of the elevated roads. 7 : 

Mayor Harrison and the city officials pro- 
nounce this a feasible plan, and the only one 
which can be installed now that the tele- 
phone conduits have been built. It is said 
to be impossible to parallel the telephone 
tunnels. The city demands the space above 
them for subways, and it is declared im- 
practicable to go deeper than forty feet. 

The question is resolved to the alternative 
of using the telephone conduits for the mails 
or of installing a system which would be 
hung under the elevated structure. Allen 
Durborow introduced the latter measure in 
the Council, but it was never pushed through. 


Said to Be Associated. 

It has been said that the Batcheller com- 
pany and the Illinois Telephone company are 
associated, but this is denied by President 
Wheeler of thé telephone company and Mr. 
x.err. There are provisions in the telephone 
ordinance protecting the city against selling 
out on the part of the telephone company. 

Senator Mason, who pushed the pneumatic 
tube bill through Congress for Mr. Kerr, said 
yesterday in Springfield that the tunnels of 
the telephone company could not be used for 
the transmission of mails. 

‘‘ The conduits are too deep,” he said. “‘ The 
mail tubes cannot be more than four feet 
under ground.”’ 

The other denials are of about the same 
nature and carry little weight with the city 
authorities. 

There’s $94,000 to Spend. 

Chicago will get $94,000 out of the appro- 
priation ‘for the installation of the pneu- 
matic tube service in this city and New York, 
Boston. Philadelphia, Washington, and 8t. 
Touls. The committee of postal experts who 
are to make the investigation in Chicago wil) 
begin work jthe latter part of the month, and 
Postmaster Coyne will be a member of the 
committee. | 

‘“‘ So far as I can see,”’ said Mayor Harrison, 
‘the government either will have to use the 
telephone conduit or contract with some 
company securing rights for a tube service 
under the elevated structure. It would seem 
'mpossible to put other conduits in the streets 
at present.”’

President James H. Bowman of the Chi- 
cago Federation of: Labor and W..F.. Mell- 
can of’ the Executive committee pleaded 
wjth the men to-consider the matter well 
and not precipitate any action at this time 
when the new union is just being organ- 
ized. 7 

Will Call on Roach, 

President Bowman and the other members 
of the Executive board of the Federation of 
Labor will call on President John M. Roach 
of the Union Traction company this morning 
and will ask if it is the intention of the man- 
agement to discharge all the caf line em- 
ployés who are connected with the union. 
What course the federation will pursue if 
Mr. Roach declines to meet the board was 
not made known. a 


Ten More Men Discharged. 


Ten men weré discharged yesterday by the 


were at the meeting last night. They were 
promised that their reinstatement would be 
urged if they had not been discharged for 


company.

Students Put on the Cars. . 

The reserve force of the company has been 
increased, and yesterday nearly all the trains 
had “ students on them learning the work 
of conductors and motormen. 

The meeting last night was. secret, only 
officers of the Federation being permitted 
to enter it. W. J. Strong made a short talk 
to the men, urging them to perfect a strong 
organization before they considered a strike. 

President Bowman and Mr. Melican prom- 
ised to aid the organizers. 


Fears Attitude of Company. 

“It evidently is not the intention of the 
company to stop discriminating against 
these men,”’ id General Organizer Pratt. 
‘(Every effort is being made to keep the men 
from organizing. The action of the company 
in discharging every union man it ‘can dis- 
cover is making it hard for: us to reach the 
employés who are not with:us already. We 
do not want the men to strike, but they are 
deserving of some protection against their 
employer. 

“ We hope by exercising care in our work 
to get the men together and then they will 
be in a position to demand the protection 
they are not receiving now. We must con- 
vert every discharged employé into. an or- 
ganizer, and we are doing this as rapidly as 
possible. 

“ Unfortunately the company has spies on 
every hand and the men are suspicious even 
of their friends.”’ 


South Side Men Fearless. 

The difference in the feeling between the 
North Side men and the employés of the South 
Side lines was demonstrated during the even- 
ing. The employés of the Chicago City 
Railway attended their meeting in their uni- 
forms, as if they feared nothing. At the 
North Side meeting the men said they were 
afraid to talk to anybody on the street 
while in uniform, because they would be seen 
and discharged. 

There will be a meeting of the West Side 
men tomorrow night and sentiments in that 
section will be ascertained by the organizers 
and the officers of the Federation.

Springfield, Ill., May 7.—[{Special.]—Albert 
J. Hopkins will have to fight for an indorse- 
ment by the Republican State convention 
tomorrow, despite the claim of his friends 
that he is sure of a majority in his aspira- 
tions to secure the seat in the United States 
Senate now held by William E, Mason. — 
Just when it seemed all plain sailing for 
Mr. Hopkins and delegates were flocwig 
to his standard, the opposition got together 
and declared for war against any formal 
action by the convention on the Senatorial 
fight. 
Fight on Floor Promised. | 
At a conference of many delegates h 
late tonight it was determined “to resist 


,all attempts to Instruct the Republican mem- 


bers of the Legislature as to a candidate for 
United States Senator, believing it to be un- 
wise and unfair. to all other candidates for 
Senator, and particularly unfair toward the 
county. tickets in all the counties of the 
State, and endangering the success of the 
party at the polls.”’ i 

Judge Sherman, Judge Thomas, Walter 
R.eeves, and others will present the view of . 
the conference to the convention. . 

‘Mr. Hopkins himself is confident of success 
and says openly that there is no doubt as to 
what the convention will do. The resolution 
for indorsement has been drawn by Howard 
Snapp, and its author declares that while 
it will not amount to an absolute inatruction, 
yet it will border on that. It will not have 
any ambiguous language, nor will there be 
any uncertainty as to its tone. 


Mason Issues a Statement. 

Senator Mason is not disposed to concede 
the indorsement of Mr. Hopkins In the con- 
vention. He is by no means pleased by the 
position taken by Governor Yates in the 
premises, and tonight gave out a statement 
as follows: | 

“The action of the State committee to- 
morrow, whatever it may be, does not settle 
the Senatorial fight by any means. No State 
convention has ever done what Governor 
Yates and his henchmen are trying to dc 
here tomorrow. He may possibly have a 
small majority on the question of the in- 
dorsement of his candidate for Senator by 
tomorrow afternoon, He has not that ma- 
jority now. 

“The pathway of the Governor and his 
candidate has thus far been marked with 
boodleism, ballot box stuffing, bribery, and 
broken instructions. In the county where 
this convention is held the delegates were 
elected by the most corrupt primaries ever 
known in any part of the State. Not- 
withstanding that practice has been in- 
dulged in in many counties, the Governor 
has got to continue to buy delegates up until 
tomorrow when the vote is cast, ; 


Senator to Demand a Hearing. 
“T shall ask for a twenty minutes’ hear- 
ing on each side of the question and alsc 
ask for a roll call, but I have no assyrance 
thus far that we will be granted either. 
The indorsement-of any candidate for Unit- 
ed States Senator is not provided im the 
eall for @ convention. It will be unheard 
of and unwarranted, and means 4 sure 
defeat of our Republican ticket in Cook 
County and probably defeat of our State 
ticket. 
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patty G madtiing ‘for legitimate or- 
ganization purposes. «The question to be 
settie® tomorrow te whether the party owns 
and controls this machine:-ot whether the 
machine owns or controls the party. Out- 
side of all.personal interests, I-am-hdping 
the party and net the machine will win.” 

Dawes Does Not Give Up. 

Charles G. Dawes arrived in the city this 
afternoon and at once repaired to his head- 
quarters in the Leland. He, like Senator 
Mason, thought. the supporters of Hopkins 
resolutions has been grossly overestimated. 
Mr. Dawes gave out a statement as follows: 

“In @ convention as large as this, where 
the question of the indorsement of a Sena- 
torial candidate is involved to a considerable 
extent in contests for places on the State 

ticket, it is difficult to foretell the outcome 
of an effort to instruct or indorse, = I will 
not venture a prediction. ' 

“With the issue of instructions thus in- 
volved, its value as indicating a trend of 
sentiment in the rank and file of the party is 
lessened.. My friends in the convention will 
oppose an indorsement or instruction for any 
Senatorial candidate.” 


Civil Service 


The Yates people have framed up a reso- 
lution embodying a specific declaration in 
favor of the principle of civil service reform 
ta be.applied to all State institutions. This 
particular plank has been shown to Judge 
Sherman and the ex-Speaker says, that he 
not only finds no objection to it, but 1s grati- 
fied with it. He says it makes no difference 
to ‘him whence these resolutions come, so 
long. as the eonvention incorporates them in 
the platform. 

Judge Sherman will be a member of the 
Committee on: Resolutions from the Four- 
teenth District... He has prepared his ideas 
and they are in accord with the platform 
adopted by the Republicans of McDonough 
County. Unless a plank of this character is 
pat in the platform Sherman will go on the 
floor and maise a. fight for a minority:report. 

Would Keep Sherman Off Floor. 

The Yates peopte-want to keep Mr. Sherman 
off the floor because he not only says harsh 
things about Mr. Yates, but hesays them ina 
harsh way. They desire, moreover, to pre- 
vent him from getting the eredtt that would 
follow the offering of such a resolution 

The makeup of the State ticket virtually is 
settled. Christopher. Mamer will be nomi- 
nated for Clerk of the Supremie Court and 
Fred A. Bisse for State Treasuner. Thereis 
some opposition to Mamer, but}it is not of 
oumcient, pscasion him any. 

Two Candidates Quit Hight, 


Len Small and Floyd K. Whittemore were 
candidates for State Treasurer until this 
afternoom:. They retired: from the contest 
as soon as they ‘learned to @ cestminty that 
Busse-was. going to be a candidate and that 
Cook County:was solid in hissupport. They 
waited patiently..all;day until Busse came 
to Springfield so they might receive from his 
own lps, the newe-of this intentfons. They 
would’*not accept any second-hamd informa- 
tion on the question. Busse soorysettied the 
proposition by .assuring every fone that he 
Was an out and out candidate. Thereupon 
Small withdrew, and. shortly; afterwards 
Whittemore ‘quit the fight. 


Northeott’s Speech Is; Wasted. 

The: State Céntral committee met at 10 
o'clock tonight te select the temporary offi- 
eers of the convention and threw down Lieu- 
tenant Governor. Northcott, “‘ fresh from the 
people.” Mr. Northcott was a\candidate for 
temporary chairman, and his presence in 
that position would have been¢a red rag in 
the face of every anti-Yates man in Illinois. 
Northeott had a speech caretiinlly prepared 
which ran as smoothly as Tennyson's brook. 
It will be recalled that John J. Brown had 
a speech two years ago at the Peoria conven- 
tion, but he never spoke it. + 

Joseph G. Cannon of Danville was selected 
for temporary chairman, and Colene] Walter 
Fieldhouse will be temporary secretary of 
the convention. e temparary assistant 
secretaries are Pe Ellis of'Quincy, James

Busse’s Opponents Withdraw. 


Fred A. Busse came to town this evening 
and within fifteen minutes after he 
reached. the Leland Len Small withdrew 
from the contest for the State Treasurer- 
ship. An hour afterwards Floyd K. Whitte- 
more said he was no longer @ candidate, and 
then Busse was as good asnominated,.— 
re great crowd awaited Mr. Busse’s com- 
ing at the railroad station, and the candi- 
date proceeded up the street with a swarm 
around him much after the fashion of a lot 
of bees around the queen. Everybody had 
been waiting all day for Busse to arrive, for 
it was an open fact that Hopkins and Lori- 
mer, at a conference held in the morning, 
had agreed to put him through. The simple 
question, therefore, was whether Busse him- 
self would accept the nomination. When he 
got to the hotel he frankly. told his friends 
he was a candidate for the State Treasurer- 
ship, and the field 
came his. 


Small’s Are Angry. 


Small’s friends had been exceedingly 
angry, nor did their condition {mprove any 
as the day wore on. They had been given 
every reason to believe the State administra- 
tion would support their candidate to a man 
and Mr. Hopkins himself was expected to 
be of a reciprocal turn of mind. Small had 
given to Mr. Hopkins everything in his neck 
of the woods and Congressman Cannon, who 
is Small’s friend, had turned all he had to 
Hopkins. So there was cause for Small’s 
anger. .Nevertheless, he found him 
against a stone wall which he could neither 
climb nor get through. So he accepted the 
inevitable and quit. 

Mr. Whittemore, however, did not give up 
the race until he had canvassed the situation 
thoroughly. He had been friendly with Chris 
Mamer and was anxious te do samething for 
that statesman. Four years ago James 
Pease, who was the king of Lake View, 
fought Whittemore for the State Treasurer- 
ship and Mamer came tohisrescue. Whitte- 
more never turned his back on a friend. and 
it is said on good authority that he assisted 
Mamer in bringing a lot of Cook County dele- 
gates here, involving the expenditure of a 
considerable sum of money. However, Ma- 
mer was taken care of by the slate makers— 
Lorimer and .Hopkins—and was 
left out in the. cold. 


Whittemore Gives Up Hope. 

At any rate, Whittemore did not have the 
ghost of a chance to win in this contest, as it 
developed. Forty-eight hours ago he was in 
a better position than was Mr. Small. He 
would have made an even break in Cook 
County and he has friends among the dele- 
gates from all parts of the State who would 
have rallied to his support. His chances were 
good and he was regarded as a favorite until 
the convention in Cook County was held yes- 
terday. This evening he found that ,Cook 
County was solidly against him anda distinc- 
tive personal strength. of Mr. Hopkins, 
amounting to at least 250 votes, was opposed 
to him as well. 

Mr. Busse has a great number of friends 
among the hold-over Republicans and these 
had filled up their delegation with Busse mén. 
Mr. Whittemore has been in politics all his 
life and after carefully diagnosing the con- 
ditions announced his withdrawal. 

Small did not feel happy when he found 
all the State employés against him, nor was 
there any particular joy in Mr. Whitte- 
more’s mind when he saw the State adminis- 
tration getting ready to bring about his de- 
feat. Yates has been flirting with Whitte- 
more for many a day and the latter, who is 
a fighter, was kept quiet on the assurance 
that the State administration was not un- 
friendly to him. Otherwise Yates would not 
have such easy but expensive sailing in the 
Sangamon County primaries. 


Thrown Down by 


And all this time the administration was 
pushing Small as best it could in every con- 
eeivable way. At the finish both Small and 


est of Busse. 

But Richard Yates was by no means the 
inspiration that brought about the combina- 
tion ‘between Busse and Hopkins. He did 
not know any more about the trade than the 
man in the moon. It was not told to him 
until late last night. He wasanery, and was 
roaring around the mansion as mad as a 
hatter, until a friend in Cook County told 


for Mamer and Busse too. Yates fretted all 
evening, and could not be reconciled to the 
eonditions. 

Mr. Lorimer came here bright and early 
this morning, and the first thing he did was 
to go over to the mansion and have along 
talk ,with the Governor. He breakfasted 
with the Governor, and explained in great 
detail the reasons why it was necessary to 
take up Mr. Busse. 

The Governor does not like Busse and 
never will, but trifies like the Governor’s 
likes and dislikes make no difference to Lor- 
imer. He simply told Mr. Yates that Cook 
County would be for Mamer and for Busse, 
too. Then Mr. Lorimer came over to the 
Leland Hotel and held a long conference 
with Mr. Hopkins. This was at 10 o’clock 
this morning, and they talked for a couple of 
hours. No representative of Yates was 
present, and the, two men. laid.out.the pro- 
gram of work the convention was to do. 
Lorimer promised Cook for an indorsement 
for Hopkins, and Hopkins, fn return, was. to 
furnish enough votes from the country to 
make the whole plan a success. Yates was 
not regarded as a factor and was not con- 
sulted about it. 


Yates Finds Himself Ignored. 


In the afternoon, however, Mr. Yates’ 
closest friends began to show some signs of 
jealousy. Little or no attention was being 
paid to the young Governor. It is true all 
his.camp followers were running over to see 
him, but the leaders of the party, aside from 
the pay roll folks, were giving him no con- 
sideration. Hopkins was the big man.- His 
/ rooms at the hotel were crowded with people 
and he was ‘receiving no.end of. attention. 
The talk was that the State Central com- 
mittee was to be organized in Hopkins’ in- 
terest, more than in the interest of Yates. 
Ill feeling then sprang up between the Yates 
and Hopkins folks. 

All the candidates for office have head- 
quarters in the Leland, and these rooms have 
been filled all day with the delegations and 
their friends. 

Until late this afternoon Alfred Bayliss 
was deemed reasonably sure of a renomina- 
tion for State Superintendent of Public In- 
siruction. But he lives in northern Illinois, 
and as it stands to reason that that section 
of the State cowld not have three places on 
the State ticket Bayliss went out of the run- 
ning on geographical grounds. 

A. D. Cadwallader, who is a candidate for 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, kept up a lively 
fight among the country delegates in the 
hope there would be a break in Cook County, 
but the minute Cook County solidified under 


for the place went simmering and the Su- 
perintendency of Public Instruction was con- 
ceded virtually to some person from southern 
illinois. 

Walter R. Kimzey, who came into the con- 
test some weeks ago with a handful of votes 
from in and around his home county (Perry), 
loomed up as the most important person for 
the nomination. Mrs. Smith of Pulaski 
County found herself in the midst of a lot 
of friends, who began to push her for the 
place. But Kimzey is in the lead.

NAME BUSSE FOR TREASURER

Springfield, May 7.—[Special.J—It is 
evident -tonight that John M. Smyth was 
right when he said yesterday morning’ Mr. 
Lorimer’s estimate: of 400 votes in Cook 
County in favor of indorsing A. J. Hopkins 
for United States Senator was, if any thing, 
under the mark. A conservative estimate at 
this writing would be 425, and the Baures, are 
likely te grow before morning. 


Busse’s Wards Unwilling. 

The only wards in Chicago which,are now 
standing out resolutely against such in- 
dorsements are the Twenty-first, Twenty- 
third, and Twenty-fourth, the special terri- 
tory of Fred A. Busse. -Mr. Busse declares 
emphatically that no matter if every other 
delegate from Cook County comes out for in- 
dorsement,: he will ask his friends to yote 
against it. John A. Linn, however, with the 
Twenty-second Ward, making up the rest of 
the North Side territory, is quoted as favora- 
ble to an indorsement. 

Lake View, which has been supposed to be 
solidly against the indorsement, is tenight 
on the fence, James Pease is hedging, and 
says: 

“I cannot say how the Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth Wards will vote until I have a 
chance to talk with the delegates. I will say, 
however, that, in my pinion, the county 
convention yesterday set a bad precedent by 
indorsing Mamer and Busse for State offices. 
The claim is being made here tonight that if 
Cook County had the right to indorse candi- 
dates for State offices the State convention 
has a right to indorse.a candidate for United 
States Senator, and there seems to be. a 
great deal of logic in it.”’ 


Hitt Sentiment in Hyde Park, 

Dr. T. N. Jamieson had this. to say regard- 
ing the Hyde Park wards: . 

“ There is a strong Hitt sentiment in Hyde 
Park and most of the Hyde Park delegates 
would prefer to see Mr. Hitt the néxt United 
States Senator. We are, however, too good 
friends of Mr. Hitt to wish to humiliate him 
or to make him appear ridiculous;: conse- 
quently, if the representatives of Mr.- Hitt 
decide that his cause is hopeless it is to be 
presumed that Hyde Park delegates will act 
independently. 

“As between Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Mason 
or Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Dawes, that ig, as 
between man and man, the Hyde Park dele- 
gates prefer Mr. Hopkins, Mr. Hitt being 
eliminated from the proposition.” 

John M. Smyth, previously in talking of 
Dr. Jamieson’s position, said that he under- 
stood the Hyde Park delegates would prac- 
tically all vote for iadacpernant of Mr: Hop- 
kins, 

There is, however, a strenis feeling in Hyde 
Park adverse to having a.roll call on the in- 
dorsement resolutions. There are many del- 
egates from the Sixth and Seventh Wards 
who are willing to vote viva voce in favor 
of an indorsement resolution, but will much 
dislike to have a roll call in open convention 
and their personal votes go on record. There 
are other delegates scattered all through 
Chicago who are of the same mind, and it 
is to save the feelings of these somewhat 
hypersensitive gentlemeh that the effort is 
being made to do away with the roll call. 


Opposition Needs Stiffening. 

Outside of the Busse wards above indicated, 
were the roll to be called, there probably 
would not be a solid ward vote cast against 
the proposition, unless the backbone of the 
man from Lake View becomes somewhat 
stiffened before morning. Dan Campbell 
might be able to cast all the Fourteenth, 
and Henry Hertz’s friends all of tha Firf- 
teenth, againet a resolution, The other votes 
cepposed to it would be scattering ones from 
the Second and Third Wards, Hyde Park, 
and the middle West Side. On..the other 
hand Lorimer is in shape to deliver eolid dele- | 
egations from the Ninth. Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-second, Twenty-seventh, 
Twenty-eighth, and Thirty-fourth Wards, 
while as yet there is nothing to indicate 
what the Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, and Thir- 
ty-first will do. The prediction tonight is, 
however, that they will get into the band 
wagon, - 

‘Cook County delegates, from present ap- 
pearances, will vote solidly for Chris. Mamer 
for Clerk of the Supreme Court, as. well 
for Fred Busse for Treasurer. The dua 
agreement made in the county convention 
will any dg be carried out to the letter. 


“Will Stand by Mamer. 


Mr. Lorimer was spoken to tonight con- 
cerning a story to the effect that the Judges 
of the Supreme Court had united In a protest 
to the Governor against the nomination of 
Mamer. The story afterwards proved to be 
false. Of it Mr, Lorimer said: ‘‘ It makes no 
difference what position they may take in 
this matter, the delegates from Cook County 
will insist on the nomination of Mr. Mamer. 
In our opinion he has a good record as a 
Supreme Court Clerk, is indorsed by the 
lawyers and the business-men with whom 
he has had dealings, and will make an in- 
telligent and capable officer if elected. 
Whether the Judges of the Supreme Court 
like him personally or not is a matter we do 
pot feel bound to take into consideration. | 


Busse Sure for State Treasurer. 


Every Cook County delegate in town le 
wearibe a Busse badge tonight, and the 
North Side is celebrating. The withdrawal 
of all the other candidates for State Treas- 
urer has made Busse's nomination a certain- 
ty, and his friends are rejoicing accordingly. 
Not more’than half of the Cook County dele- 
gates are here tonight. They will come inh 
tomorrow morning in time to vote in the 
convention.

Mrs. Carriel’s lieutenants made a deter- 
mined fight for her renomination and did 
not give up until the ballots were counted.

The chairman of 
the convention, Mrs. Sarah K. Harwood of 
Decatur was with the Taylorville ¢andidate, 
and all points. made were ruled out-of order. 

Calls Convention Howling Mob. ~ 

Mrs.’ Elmira Springer of Chicago char- 
acterized the conventien. howling 
mab.’’... Mrs. Alice-Asbury Abbot of Chicago 
declared that it was not a mass-meeting, but

Only Republicans Allowed to Vote. 


Mrs: Cliinten -Smith,.. President of the 
Springtield Women's Christian Temperance 
union, and her band of 100 white ribboners 
withdrew from the hall in the middle of the 
proceedings. No “rump” convention was 
attempted, but the Springfield women were 
indignant over the treatment accorded them. 
They claim to have entered the convention

- Walk Out of the Hall. 

“We are fot attempting to push ourselves 
in here continued Mrs. Smith’ and we will 
leave the hall.. With this she retired follow- 
ed by her associates. 

As Mrs. Smith and her followers were re-: 
tiring, Mrs. F. H. Greene of Chicago gained 
the ear of the chair and inquired: ‘‘Madam 
President, do I understand this to bea Re- 
publican convention or is it a Democratic 
convention or a W. C. T..U.. meeting?’’ 

No recognition of the thrust was given by 
Mrs. Smith or her friends and Mrs. Greene 
was ruled out of order. 

In the first ‘place trouble was precipitated 
when Mrs.. Abbot presented the report of 
the Committee on Credentials. She announc- 
ed that there were 205 registered delegates, 
ten of whom were Democrats and one Pro- 
hibition.

POLICE FAIL TO FIND BRISCO 
THE DUFFY SUSPECT. 


Ohief O’Neil’s Men Work with a Will 
in Their Effort to Capture the Man 
Who Is Supposed to Have Killed One

Half a hundred detectives and many police- 
men in uniform searched the West Side yes- 
terday for Vincent Briscoe, alias Brittan, 
who, with Frank O'Reilly, is accused of the 
murder of Detective Patrick Duffy. 

O'Reilly was arrested Tuesday night, and 
is locked up in the Stock-Yards Police Sta- 
tion, but Briscoe hed not been arrested up 
to a late hour last night. The police took 
acvantage of every clew given them by Nellie 
McCarthy, who betrayed the men. 

The Desplaines Street Police Station was 
turned into a genera! headquarters, and In- 
spectors Shea, Hunt, and Campbell directed 
the campaign from Inspector Shea’s office. 
The search centered on the West Side, and 
every available man on the force was sent 
out to find Briscoe. aa 
. The rooms where the two men lived, at 
56384 Union avenue, were invaded by a detail 
of four detectives, who waited in vain for the 
fugitive to return. 

Although Briscoe is said to have no record 


the West Side police, who declare his capture 
is certain. The dragnet thrown out by the 
police is said to be the most complete ever 
known, and the haunts of desperate charac- 
ters are being searched carefully. 


Police Ready to Shoot. 


The detectives are ready to shoot Briscoe 
at the first evidence of resistance, as he is 
known to be adesperate man. Thisis shown 
by reports which were received from the 
detectives who were detailed on the case on 
Tuesday afternoon. It was learned that on 
Tuesday night Briscoe was in the saloon of 
Murphy Bros., Halsted and Monroe streets, 
until 9 o’clock, when he disappeared. This is 
the last that is known of his movements. 
His visit to the saloon was several hours. 
after he had escaped from the barn in Gur- 


the police and the Carr brothers took place. 
Briscoe had full knowledge that he was 
being sought and yet he entered the saloon 
and seemed to.court trouble. : 

It also was learned that Briscoe stood in 
front of the Desplaines Street Police Station 
on Tuesday morning, a few hours before the 
invasion of the Ghetto district was started 
by the South Side police. Policemen saw and 
recognized him, but did not know that he 
was *‘ wanted ”’ for any crime, much less the 
murder of Detective Duffy. 

Finally, Briscoe walked into the police 
court, which was in session, and remained 
an interested spectator to the trials. Just 
as he walked out the patrol wagon drove up, 
and in it was Mollie Dahl, arrested for 
larceny, who was_being taken to the County 
Jail. She. called Briscoe over to the wagon 
and asked him to help her get bail. The 
woman was taken to jail and Briscoe disap- 
peared. 

it is not regarded as probable that Briscoe 
will call at the jail to see the woman, but the 
police are on the lookout for him there. 


Rumor of a Confession. 


There was a rumor in circulation yesterday 
that O'Reilly had made a confession and had 
thrown the blame of killing Duffy on Briscoe. 
Inspector Hunt refysed to confirm the rumor, 
but said he did not care to hear anything 
more from the prisoner, as he was satisfied 
that the proofs he had were sufficient to 
establish his connection with the case, 


Inspector Hunt Criticised. 


The police of the Maxwell Street Station 
are not at all satisfied with the way the 
Gurley street barn was attacked on Tuesday 
afternoon. They say that Inspectors Hunt 
and Campbell should have sént word tothe 
Maxwell Street Police Station that the men 
were in that district and were wanted, and 
the arrest could have been made with a 
small detail, who knew the men and the 
location perfectly. |

“T have tried to teach my_men that it is 
impossible to hit anything with a revolver 
when the man who shoots is running,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I presume Inspector Hunt has done 
the same thing. Yet the men never seem (0 
learn that a bullet will travel faster thanany 
policeman canrun. I hear there is a woman 
in Gurley street who points today at a shat- 
tered transom as a result of the fusillade 
of yesterday afternoon. I have about given 
up hope of ever teaching my men to stop and 
take aim when they shoot.”’

John Dalton, Shot by Henry Hunery, 
Says He Deserved It and Saves As- 
sailant from Arrest. 


Henry Hunery yesterday shot John Dalton 
of 86 Gault court in the left shoulder, but he 
will not be arrested.

GRASH ON NORTH SIDE", 


REAR-END COLLISION AT SHERI- 
DAN ROAD STATION. 


Motorman Cut by Glass and Traffic De- 
layed During Rush Hours—Super- 
intendent Hedley Thows Blame on 
Driver of Second Train for Failing 
to Shut Off Power in Time—Wreck- 
age Not Cleared Away Till Long 
After the Accident, 


While a south-bound train of the North- 
western Elevated road was standing at the 
Sheridan road station shortly before 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, another train, 
also south-bound, crashed into the rear 
coach. The result was a tieup on the local 

track for thirty-five minutes and a crush on 
the north-bound cars during the rush hours 
immediately following the accident. 

No one was hurt except the motorman of 
the second train, who was cut by glass, the 
passengers escaping with nothing worse than 
a shaking up. The local trains were shifted 
to the express track between the Sheridan 
road and Fullerton avenue stations, and a 
shuttle train ran back and forth between 
these points to carry passengers from local 
to express train stations. The schedule was 
not straighened out for several hours. 

Wilson avenue passengers, who saw the 
wreckage on the tracks, spread rumors that 
several persons had been injured in the acci- 
dent, but this was deniéd by the police and 
Superintendent Hedley of the Northwestern 
road. 

* No passengers were hurt,” said Mr. Hed- 
ley. ‘“‘ There were only two or three on the 
train. The delay to them was less than five 
minutes, and there was no reason why any 
one was delayed more than ten minutes, for 
an extra train was run between stations so 
that not only local, but express trains as 
well, could be used. The accident was due 
to the carelessness of a motorman. He was 
not paying attention to his business and let 
his train get too near the one ahead before 
he shut off power and put on brakes.”’ 

While the regular number of trains was 
run during rush hours, they were compelled 
to proceed slowly, and the service suffered 
accordingly. 


POLICE ASKED TO FIND 
BOY “BURGLAR” WHOKILCED. 


Young Frank McCann Missing Since 
April 29, When He Accidentally 
Shot His Cousin. 


The police yesterday were asked to find 
Frank McCann, 15 years old, who, on April 
29, accidentally shot and mortally wounded 
his cousin, James Coyne, 13 years old, while 
the two boys were “ playing burglar.”’ Im- 
mediately after the shooting young MoCann 
fled, fearing, it is thought, the consequences 
of the tragedy. The Coyne boy died on May 
1 after exonerating his cousin from all 
blame. McCann’s parents, who live at 596 
South Kedzie avenue, fear that he has left 
the city. 

The parents of the McCann boy were away 
from home on the day of the shooting, and 
the boys were searching the drawers of a 
bureau. They found a small iron safe and 
a revolver belonging to young McCann's 
father. 

The combination suggested they “play 
burglar,” and it was agreed that one of them 
should guard the safe while the other try 
to steal it. McCann impersonated the bur- 
giar, and when he leveled the revolver at his 
companion it was discharged.

JEWS MAY MOVE SABBATH 


SUNDAY WORSHIP DISCUSSED BY 
RABBIS. 


American Conference at New Orleans 
Takes Up Earnest Discussion of 
Vital Topic—All Agree That Present 
Day Is Observed Chiefly by Women 
and Chfldren—Shopping on Satur- 
day Largely to Blame for Lack of 
Observance. 


New Orleans, La., May 7.—[Special.]—The 
conference of American Rabbis took up to- 
day the question of the transference of the 
historical Sabbath of Israel to the Christian 
Sunday—a question which involves the most 
radical changes ever brought for action be- 
fore the body—and wrestled with it for the 
better part of the morning and afternoon 
sessions. 

The plan had advocates, and there was not 
a speaker who did not admit the practical 
noh-observance of the old Mosiac Sabbath 
by the Jewish men of today. None denied 
that women and children were left by their 
fathers and husbands and brothers to do 
the praying and observing of the Sabbath, 
but for all that the most strenuous kind of 
opposition to the transference idea de- 


veloped, 


* 


Many Object to Sunday. 

It was urged against it that to accept the 
Christian Sunday as the Jewish Sabbath 
would be a blow at the roots of the Hebraic 
faith—that it would amount to nothing more, 
nor less than a recognition of the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. Speakers were heard on the 
subject from every section of the country, 
and still others were waiting their turn when 
the time for adjournment came. 

It was finally determined to make the ques- 
tion the order of business for tomorrow, but 
it is hardly believed that any decision will 
be reached for several days fo come.

TRACTION BOOKS ARE PUZZLING 


Auditor Smith Attempts Some Explana- 
tions in Tax Hearing Before 
Master in Chancery. 


In the tax hearing before Master in Chan- 
cery Bishop yesterday attorneys for the 
county sought to find out from Auditor Fred 
Smith of the Union Traction company if that 
corporation owned outright $10,000,000 of the 
stock of the constituent companies.

LATNCH 7 DROWN, 


Owner, Young Man, and Twe Girls 
Picked Up Clinging to Debris in 
Maumee River—Misjudge Cours f 
Oraft Making for Dock—Stream Is 
Dragged for Bodies—Survivors Are 
Brought to Toledo Speechless from 
Exhaustion. 


Toledo, O., May 7.—[Special.]—Seven young 
persons, members of a Sunday school class 
of the First Baptist Church, were drowned 
in the Maumee River just below the city to- 
night at 10 o'clock. The naphtha launch 
Frolic, on which they were taking a pleas- 
ure ride, was run down by the tug Arthur 
Woods of the Great Lakes Towing company’s 
fleet. 

The launch is owned by Joseph W. Hep- 
burn of this city, who invited eleven young 
people to take an evening ride with him. 
They startedq,out on a trip to Lake Erie 
early in the evening and were returning when 
the accident happened. 


Only Four Survivors. 

Mr. Hepburn, Mise Clara Marks, Arthur 
Marks, and Miss Grace Lowe are the only 
survivors. 

Mr. Hepburn states that he saw the lights 
of the approaching tug and, thinking it was. 
bound straight down the river, turned to 
the east. When nearly abreast of the launch 
the tug suddenly turned to the east in order 
to make the dock at Ironville, and before 
the launch could get out of way it was 
struck by the tug, capsized, sank about 
100 feet from the dock. 

Mr. Hepburn caught hold of the side of 
the tug and Miss Lowe grasped his leg, and 
both pulled on the tug. Miss Marks was 
picked up from a cushion on which she 
floated. Arthur Marks also was fortunate 
enough to grab a piece of wreckage and 
was picked up by the tug’s crew. 


Drag River for Bodies. 

The other seven members of the party were 
drowned and the river is now being dragged 
for their bodies, but they probably will not be 
recovered before daylight. 

The tug brought the rescued to this city. 
Mr. Hepburn was not able to give the names 
of the drowned, and their companions who 
were saved were not able to talk before be- 
ing taken home. 

Al. Fitts was in charge of the tug and says 
that the launch showed no lights and that 
he Was not aware of its presence until the 
tug struck it.

URGES A NEW FOOD STATUTE. 
\ 


State Commissioner Outlines a Measure > 
to Check Adulterations—Wants 
Heavy Penalties. 


After two years as State Food Commission- a 
er Alfred H. Jones, in his annual report sent 
out yesterday, states that his experience , 
has taught him that the only way to stop 
adulteration is to have a law that requires 7 
the labeling of all foods and provides heavy 
penalties for violations. 

The labeling, he considers, is the only way 
to inform the public of what they are pur- 
chasing, and the heavy penalty theonly way 
of making the law effective. Both are left 
out of the present statute. 

The law with which Commissioner Jones 
hopes to overcome this he sets forth in this 
report. The clause dealing with the matter 
is as follows: 

Whoever shall by himself or another either as 
clerk, or servant, directly or indirect- 
ly, falsely brand any article, product, compound, 
or, extract required by this act to be branded, 


counterfeit, or change any brand required by 
the provision of this act shall be deemed gullty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction shali for the 
first offense be punished by fine In any sum not 
less than $5 and not exceeding $100, and for the 
second and each succeeding offense in any sum 
not less than $25 nor more than §200, or imprison- 
ment in the County Jalil not exceeding one year, 
or both. 

The ice investigation which the commis- 
sioner and his aids undertook, last summer 
is taken up by him, in part as follows: 

“During last summer many complaints 
came into. this department on account of 
the bad quality of the ice in Chicago and 
many of the other large cities of the State. 
and investigations followed. It was found 
that ice that was only intended for cooling 
and packing purposes and was wholly unfit. 
for domestic use was being sold for do- 
mestic purposes. 
work of THe Curcaco TrrBunzE in 
aid of the Food commission's investigation 
deserves special commendation. Tris- 
‘UNE sent reporters into various sections of 
the city to buy ice from wagons that were 
delivering it for household use. The sam- 
ples were submitted to a chemist, who dis- 
covered.many impurities in the samples.” 

Among the many investigations of the 
commissioner's office the one on fish condi- 
tions in the Ghetto is the first public state- 
ment along that line made by one in State 

It is in part as follows: : 

‘Tn ‘an investigation of the fish market of 
Chicago the discovery was made that it !s 
a common practice of fishmongers in the 
Ghetto district to eel! fish that had died a 
natural death. No fish are thrown away 
until they begin to decay. Whren a fish dies 
on.a dealer's hands he merely places it 
among the supply of fish that ‘have been e 

In taking up the “ renovated butter law,” 
on’ which he and his men spent much time, 
the cemmissioner has this to say: 

“This. law. will, I hope, have a tendency 
greatly to benefit dairy and creamery inter- 
ests, as ‘well as protect consumers by sup- 
pressing the sale, to a great enxtent, of this 
adulterated counterfeit for creamery but- 
ter.”’ 

The report on dairies states, that an edu- 
cation for the young farmers and country 
boys has now becOme a necessity as.few 
seem to, realize the value of cleanliness and 
good sanitary conditions on ghe worth of 
milk. 'The dairies are said be in a de- 
plorable condition.

But they must net 
expect that theashes of past conflicts would 
be extinguished at once. — 

Tm recentiyears they had had a great and 
serious War, and, while not forgetting the 
misery and suffering entailed, they had to 
recognize other considerations. Among 
these was the fact that the power, prestige, 
and influence of their great empire were 
more potent, more efficient, and more ad- 
mirable than ever before. They had suffered, 
but they had greatly won, and it was im- 
possible not to feel that the efforts made by 
the people of the United Kingdom had not 
in Some cases been worthily recognized by 
those for whom so much had been sacrificed. 


Resents Liberal Attacks. 


It was impossible not to feel that they had 
not entirely enjoyed a judicial treatment in 
reference to the war. The other day Mr. 


John Morley had said in a speech: 


“Suppose some preternatural power had, 
by virtue of some magic crystal, allowed the 
Cabinet of 1899 to see the resuts of the policy 
upon which they were launching their coun- 
try, @0° fou believe there was one of them 
who would not then have checked that di- 
plomacy which is leading pretty straight to 
these deplorable results?’’ 

As a member of the Cabinet he [Lord Salis- 
bury] wished to meet that statement with a 
most indignant denial. He had hoped that 
the war would be kept outside party con- 
fiict, but it had been used by some politicians 
for the rather squalid purpose of injuring 
their political opponents. When a neighbor- 
ing power or tribe invaded his Majesty's 
dominions and made an attack which was a 
gross and flagrant outrage, it could only be 
met, as they had met it, by fighting in their 
own country those who’ had despised the 
pte and sovereignty of the British sov- 


No Change of Policy. 

Referring to the question of peace nego- 
Hations, Lord Salisbury repudiated the as- 
sertion that Great Britain had receded one 
from her position in regard to the rights 
bad claimed and the policy she intended 
Carry through. They were‘exactly where 
y had been all along. .They could not af- 
to submit to the idea that they were to 
things.to slide back into the position 
bad been in. If they did it would be in 
power of the enemy, when the opportu- 
suited itm, to renew the issues for which 

they had fought for the last three years. 


Conciliation of the Burghers. 

The Prime Minister said that when the 
present conflict was over ali that could be 
done would be done to mold their present op- 
ponents into a portion of the empire which 
had conferred so many blessings on the hu- 
man race. 

Lord Salisbury then touched on the ques- 
om of imperial federation.

WILL CUT CHINESE INDEMNITY. 


Great Britain Consents to Pro Rata Re- 
duction of $7,600,000 from Amount 
Fixed by Protocol.

PEKIN, May’'?T.—A point has been reached 
in the question of: the division of the in- 
demnity which is more satisfactory than 
heretofore. Sir Ernest Satow, the British 
Minister, has received instructions to modi- 
fy his objectioms to a pro rata reduction of 
the $7,600,000 over the amount specified in the 
protocol. Heretofore the British representa- 


tive has opposed any reduction of the Eng- 


lish claims. A pro rata reduction is neces- 
sary before it is possible to divide the month- 
ly installments of the indemnity. It is not 
likely that this matter can be straightened 
out within sixty days. There has been a fall 
of 15 per cent in the price of silver since 
China began paying the indemnity and aa to 
whether China should stand the loss. ..

Those about him 
were much alarmed. 

Word was immediately sent to St. Luke's 
Hospital, which jis close by, and the Rev. 
George F. Clover, the Hospital Superin- 
tendent, with two assistants, came over at 
once to the Leake and Watts Orphan Asy]- 
um, where those about the Bishop were anx- 
iously awaiting their arrival.

New York. May 7.—[Special.]—Dr. W. 
Seward Webb tonight gave outa signed , 
statement in which he denies the existence of 
a ‘‘ Webb-Meyer syndicate,” and disavows 
any connection with the deals of A. L. Meyer. 
In his statement Dr. Webb says: 

**I have been President of the Dominion 
Securities company and of the Cape Breton 
railway company, in both of which com- 
panies Mr. Meyer is a director. 

**My connection with these companies has 
been solely on acount of my interest in the 
building of the railroad which the Cape 
Breton railway company was chartered to 
construct, for the financing of which the 
Dominion Securities company became re-' 
sponsible. I have never had one dollar in- 
vested in the Cape Breton railway company. 
I simply agreed, for a consideration, to su- 
pervise the construction and building of that 
railway and act as President. 

** Never, either before or since I sold the 
St. Lawrence and Adirondack railway to 
Mr, Meyer, have I bought or sold or traded 
in the stock of that company on the Stock 
Exchange or anywhere else. 

“‘I have never had any interest whatever 
in a share of the Hackensack Meadows com- 
pany nor the North American Lumber and 
Pulp company; in fact, I never knew of the 
existence of the latter company until last 
Saturday. 

“Il have never bought or traded in the 
shares of the Dominion Securities company. 

‘* Last January I sold to Mr. Meyer 12,500 
shares of the preferred stock of the Rutland 
railroad company, which stock many weeks 
ago Il offered to take back at a higher price 
than that at which I sold it to him, 

‘“*I have had no other dealings whatso- 
ever with Mr. Meyer nor any of his asso- 
ciates, so far.as I know them, nor has Mr. 
Meyer, nor any one else, at any time, had 
any authority to represent that 1 was other- 
wise directly or indirectly connected with 
any of his operations, and, furthermore, 
I have never had any account or dealings 
with any of the three firms which recently 
suspended.”’

Washington, D. C., May 7.—The Census 
bureau today issued a report onshipbuilding 
and repairing in 1900. It shows a capital of 
$77,362,701, invested in the 1,116 establish- 
ments reporting for the industry. This 
amount does not include the capital steck of 
any of the corporations. The value of the 
products {s returned at $74,578,158. The 
report says: ‘“‘In 1900 the tonnage under 
American registry was only 826,604, showing 
a loss of 461,631 tons since 1800, a shrinkage 
double the total new registered tonnage built 
in the United States during the decade.”

TO CHINESE RICE. 


Army Surgeon Reports Dis- 
ease Found Only Among 
Users of the Food. 


CHECKED BY NEW DIET. 


Congressman Graff Sees No Dan- 
ger of Republican Dafest in 
Fall Klections. 


GOSSIP OF CAPITAL CITY. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Washington, D. C., May 7. 


Captain Harry Littlefield, an army sur- 
geon, on duty in one of the military prisons 


in Pangasinan, has 

Chinese White discovered that beri- 
beri, the most fatal 

disease of the Orient, 
or ri is caused by Chinese 


: white rice. His re- 
port on this subject, received by Surgeon 
General Sternberg, is as follows: ‘‘ Since 
the establishment of this prison until Feb. 1 
of this year the native prisoners have been 
supplied with Chinese white rice. During 
this time beriberi has been markedly epi- 
demic in the prison. 

‘The records of this office show that the 
deaths have averaged five monthly, while 
the number of new cases was about twelve. 
When prisoners were reported sick with beri- 
beri they were removed from the prison toa 
building about halfa mile away. The upper 
story of the building was used as a hospital, 
the difference between conditions existing 
at the beriberi hospital and the prison being 
only the higher elevation of the former. 

“The diet supplied was the same at both 
places. Many of the cases at the beriberi 
hospital continued to grow serious and died. 


‘The majority of those who did recover did 


so after a long illness, and many of them 
suffered from numerous relapses. During 
the month of January there were thirty-five 
cases in the beriberi hospital, and as many 
in the prison were slightly affected. The 
sanitary conditions were excellent. 

In the civil prison, not more than one- 
fourth of a mile distant, there were confined 
a large number of natives, and the sanitary 
condition was not as satisfactory as that in 
the military prison. The inmates were more 
crowded, in poorer buildings, and not in the 
open air more than the natives confined in 
the military prison. In this prison there 
were no beriberi cases, the only difference 
existing in favor of the civil prison being 
that of the ration, which was purchased in 
the open market. 

‘* At the beginning of February of this year, 
upon the recommendation of the prison sur- 
geon, the use of the Chinese white rice, 
which is supplied by the commissary, was 
discontinued, and native rice from the open 
market purchased in its place. Since that 
time no new cases of beriberi have developed 
and no deaths have occurred. The mild cases 
which were in the prison have all recovered. 

“This marked change occurred in the 
space of oné month, and the only apparent 
difference existing during this period and 
previous times was that of the rice supply. 
From these facts it would seem that the 
cause of beriberi in this prison has been the 
use of the Chinese rice of the white variety.’’

Washington, D. C., May 7.—Manuel Rion- 
da, a member of the sugar brokerage firm of 
Crarnikow, MacDougall & Co. of New York 
and London, was before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Relations with Cuba today. He esti- 
mated the annual product of the independent 
sugar refineries of the United States at 536,- 
048 tons, and said that his firm sells more 
Cuban sugars to the independent refineries 
than to the trust. 

Senator Platt asked what would be the 
effect of a reduction of the duty on Cuban 
sugar and the witness replied that the Cuban 
seller would receive the entire benefit. The 
price on Cuban sugar never would, however, 
wo beyond the parity of beet sugars—that 
was the danger line—for the purchaser would 
take the beet sugar in preference. He did 
not believe that the American Sugar Refining 
company would get any of the benefits of a 
concession. 

‘“What would be the effect upon Cuban 
sugars in case there should be no reduction 


| in the duty?” was asked. 


‘ Disastrous. because those who have made 
advances on Cuban sugar to the extent of 
one and one-half cents per pound would call 
all their loans in for fear the price would go 
lower, and it is to be feared that a panic 
would ensue.”’ 

George KE. Bryson, newspaper editor arid 
commissioner of deeds of Havana, gave the 
names of a number of large sugar planta- 
tions in Cuba which are owned by Americans. 
One firm. composed of Englishmen and 
Americans, which ships about 120,000 hogs- 
heads annually, owns a large part of the land 
around Guantanamo Bay. In addition Mr. 
Bryson said there were probably 100 smaller 
plantations held by Americans. There. are 
many large holdings by Spaniards in the 
vicinity of Havana, Matangas, Colon, and 
Cardenas. 

In reply to Senator Teller he said more 
than one-half of the sugar of the island is 
produced by American citizens and Amer- 
ican corporations. 

He knew of no large plantations in Cuba 
which are owned by Cuban cltizens. 

Mr. Bryson said much of the sugar pro- 
duced by Cubans is grown by peons or 
colonos. He not think as a rule they 
would receive any benefit from an increase 
in the price of sugar. }

SPEAKERS AT EX- 
"| “PRESS HIGH HOPES. - 


Second Day’s Session of Western Dis- 
trict Held in Church of the Messiah— 
Prophecies of Secial Settlement Sub- 


: Session This Afternoon to Choose 
Offieers—Morton D. Hull’s Re-étec- 
tion as President Predicted. 


In all the addresses at the second day’s 
Zession of the .Western Unitarian confer- 
ence in the Church of the Messiah yester- 
Aay the dominant thought was that liberal- 
ism would be the line of religious develop- 
ment.

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones declared that 
the Congress of Religions held during the 
World's Fair would not have been possible 
if it had not been for the influence of liberai- 
ism in religion.

The weekly government crop bulletin was 
bearish on the whole. While it referred to

ter wheat elsewhere genera!ly improved. 
While the cash demand was apparently less 


urgent, there were sales here of 160,000 bu | 


for direct export and 150,000 bu more after 
the close. Duluth reported 220,000 bu taken, 
Seaboard advices early were of slack inquiry, 
but after the break sales were put at 400,000 
bu. Outside buying orders were scarce in 
the pit from the start, and as the market 
worked lower local bulls sold their July hold- 
ings and under 7ic stop loss selling became 
general. On the extreme break there was 
some buying by Armour and other cash 
houses, but the principal support was from 
shorts and holders of privileges. There were 
only 108 cars Northwest to 142 a year ago, 
and 203,831 bu at primary pomts, compared 
with 448,603 bu. Liverpool opened %-%d 
higher, but lost its advance, and Paris was 
54-lc lower. 


Decided Break in Corn. 


Corn was quite strong early under the senti- 
mental influence of the cash demand of the 
day befere and the belief the Harris-Gates 
interest would support the market. There 
waa a little buying of July by them early, but 
as much selling of September, and when 
wheat turned weak all support was with- 
drawn and there was a general rush of other 
holders to unlead, July selling off 2%e, from 
to It recovered to 60%c, closing 
there at a net less of 1c, after an early gain 
of %“c. Shorts had covered generally on the 
previous advance, and the demand on the de- 
cline was poor. There was some local bear 
pressure early, a little St. Louis selling, but 
the bulk of the offerings undoubtedly for 
long account. Without the hope of manipu- 
lation as an element in their favor hdlders 
thought only of the prospect for a good 
crop on a largely increased acreage and the 
competition in unloading was severe, Coun- 
iry selling of cash corn was on a small scale, 
and local receipts were so small the sample 
market was firm, No. 3 corn at July price f. 
o. b. The shipping demand fell off, however, 
sales about 120,000. There were 75 cars on 
the inspection sheet and 105 estimated for 
today. Primary receipts were 388,775 bu, 
compared with 669,736 bu a yearago. Clear- 
ances were 29,5383 bu and export sales at the 
seaboard 16,000 bu. 


Cash Oats Sustain Futures. 


Oats showed more relative strength than 
anything else In the grain list, losing only 
ibout %c as compared with Tuesday. The 
cash demand was active and held up the 
futures to acertain extent. Local sales were 
875,000 bu. Patten made some sales on ex- 
port account. Best prices were current early 
when new July sold at 35%c. The outside 
trade was large and heavily on the selling 
side, a good many stop-loss orders coming 
sut. Receipts were 157 cars, 31 of them 
being contract. There were 222,400 bu with- 
drawn from public elevators and 25 cars and 
4,000 bu from unlicensed houses. The sea- 
cleared 9,400 bu. 

There was little or no sympathy between 
provisions and the grain list. Almost every- 
thing in the way of hog product was fairly 
firm, pork closing unchanged from Tuesday, 
while lard and ribs were 2%.@65c higher. Some 
good buying of September ribs was done by 
Cudahy, while lard was principatly sup- 
ported by Cudahy and Wells. The Anglo 
people sold July and September lard. On 
90th lard and hams Liverpool was 6d lower. 
Local hog receipts were 31,000, with 28,000 
estimated for today. Western packing points 
reported 71,000, as against 97,000 a year 
ago. Shipments of cured meats were 
heavy, 2,662,000 lbs, as against 2,462,000 lbs 
a year ago. Lard did not make as good a 
showing, the shipments being but 721,000 lbs, 
whereas a year ago they were 1,801,000 lbs. 

Rye held up fairly well to previous quo- 
tations, May selling at 55%c and 55\c, clos- 
ing 5S6c bid.- July sold from 56c to S5\c. 
There were no receipts, while 6,700 bu were 
inspected out. Sellers of cash rye held it at 


Lower grades of malting barley were 
easier, while screenings were firm from 
55@62%c. The softer tone came largely from 
the absence of so many buyers from the 
market, the saving of the cargo in the Amer- 
ican furnishing one malster sufficient to sup- 
ply his requirements until about Sept. 1. 
Sales of malting ranged from 67@7l1c. Re- 
ceipts were 11 cars, with 31,700 bu with- 
drawn. 

Timothy seed was about steady. For first 
half September delivery $5.00 was bid; all 
September was held at $5.00, with $4.92% bid. 
Contract was quoted $7.00. No changes of 
any kind were made in clover seed, October 
being nominally $8.65 and contract $8.35. 
Flaxseed ruled steady and dull, the only 
transactions being in September at $1.43 and 
fn October at $1.40. At,sthe close $1.44 was 
bid for the former and $1.41 for the latter. 
No. 1 Northwestern was nominally $1.77, 
Southwestern $1.64, and May $1.66. There 
were 4 cars at each of the 8 points, against 17 
a year ago.

“It was simply a case of no support in 
corn,”’ said a trader. ‘‘ The shorts had all 
covered yesterday, there was no outside de- 
mand, and when the market started down 
tired out and disgusted longs tried’ to un- 
load and found they couldn’t sell except by 
offering the stuff down faster than their 
fellow unfortunates.”’ 

Lyle, the New York statistician, estimates 
the Kansas wheat crop at 42,600,000 bu. 
Boynton, who is touring the State for Harris- 
Gates, wired from Concordia: ‘‘ Wheat in all 
these northern counties is In bad shape, 
not above 25; it looks like 35,000,000 du for 
Kansas if present prospect is maintained.”’ 

“We are selling as much corn to feeders 

in Nebraska as we are buying from day to 
day,” said I. C. Gifford, *‘ and we are getting 
Se more for No. 3 corn than No. 2 corn 1s 
bringing in Chicago. We sold several lots of 
No. 3 corn Tuesday for 66c.” 
‘* Wheat is certainly worth current prices, 
old wheat, that is, the May and July,” said 
McReynolds, *‘ on the shipping demand, and 
the curtailment of stocks. There are only 
three places in the country having any con- 
siderable stocks—Chicago, Duluth, and Min- 
neapolis—and all the wheat at the latter 
point, they say, will be ground by the mills 
there. At the same time the weather has 
been eliminated as a bull factor and nothing 
else seems to bring in the outsider as a 
buyer.” 

The demand for white oats for July ship- 
ment is becoming keener, and there were 
‘bids yesterday of 3c over July, c. 1. f. 
Buffalo, for shipment by July 20, compared 
with 2\c over for shipment by Aug. 15. Al- 
most any shipper will guarantee shipment by 
the latter date, but there is so much less cer- 
tainty of securing supplies of oats early in 
July, which will not be inspected before Jul 
1, that shippers are not anxious to bin 
themselves. Wetmore bid 4c over new July 
yesterday in the pit for receipts to be de- 
livered by July 10, without getting any. 
There does not seem to be any Inquiry for 
mixed oats for shipment. 

‘There is no longer any complaint from the 
Eastern oats buyer that his oats are a third 
to a half barley. They are going forward 
clean as a whistle. In December. when No. 3 
white oats were bringing 50c, or 7c more than 
they are worth now, all the barley was being 
dumped in the oats bins, for the best malting 
barley could be had for 45c, and with barley 
less than lc a pound and oats over 3c, the 
profits to the mixer were obvious. Now oats 
are down and barley 7lc and scarce at that, 


The diversion of barley to the oats bins 
helped out the short oats crop amazingly, 
but turned a good barley crop into a short 
one. As an illustration of the way it worked 
may be cited’the case of an elevator line in 
the Northwest, which took in 2,500,000 bu 
barley and did not ship out a bushel and has 
none left. It all went into oats. Someo 
the barley experts expect to see the new crop 
start In at 65c, because farmers are planting 
corn and oats so lavishly and neglecting 
barley. 

Professional speculators are selling wheat 
on.the expectation that the government re- 
port, to be issued Saturday, will revive the 
acreage to conform with the census figures, 
making an increase in the department figures 
which will look decidedly bearish. It is true 
that figures on consumption would have to 
be revised to match the increase in produc- 
tion, but first impressions are important, and 
it is presumed they will be most affected by 
the acreage increase. The report, it is an- 
nounced from Washington, will give the con- 
dition of winter wheat and rye and the area 
compared with that planted last fall. 

H. H. Carr’s correspondent at Anthony, 
Kas., wired late yesterday: “ Hot and dry; 
late rains have been of no benefit to wheat. 
Weeds are growing fast.’’

Men of experience unhesiiatingly say that 
this ore can be handled in mills with a capac- 
ity of 100 tons or more daily at $2.00 anless 
per ton, hence there is no longer any doubt 
that Kansas shale is a commercial proposi- 
tion with the Fahrig process.

As an inspection of the 
report will show, Prof. Fahrig is conserva- 
tive in every statement. It follows: 


Prof. Fahrig’s Report. 

“In response to your request of making 
a practical demonstration of Kansas shale 
by use of a special designed test mill, using 
my electrolytic process. I now beg to an- 
nounce the results obtained. 

‘The machinery was shipped from Phila- 
delphia, Pa., during the months of February 
and March, 1902. My son arrived i peka 
on the 5th of March to superinteri! t- 
ing of the plant. I left Philadelphia on‘ the 
20th of March, arriving at Topeka on the 
24th, when I inspected the work thus far 
installed and immediately after completed 
the electrolytic portion. Some unavoidable 
delay was caused by a necessary change 
in the crushing. After the mill was in thor- 
ough working order and several minor tests 
were made, we decided to put through twelve 
mill runs, which have been completed up to 
date. 

‘* Four distinct species of shale were treat- 
ed and their character is specified in tests 
one to nine from car load lots. Number 
ten your committee’s selection.

“Thursday, April 24th, 1902, Is was de- 
cided the committee should superintend a 
complete mill run. The mill started at 7 
a. m. Present, the committee, Messrs. 
Thompsorm, Dillon and Black. Dr. Fahrig, 
Ernest Fahrig, Jr., and Henry Pauly. There 
were three cases of shale brought to the 
mill and opened by the committee. 

Result of Special Run. 

‘"The mill was for this special run thor- 
oughly cleaned and all solutions and tail- 
ings removed and the mill was thoroughly 
inspected by the committee before the ma- 
chinery was started.

committee of thé miners’ organization, but 
at the close of the market no news of a 


| definite character had been received. The 


prevailing opinion during the day seemed to 
be as it was yesterday, that a strike would be 
averted; but anxiety and uncertainty re- 
garding the situation were reflected in the 
irregular movements in securities. Money 
rates were somewhat easier up to the last 
hour than for the last day or two, but more 
or less urgent demands by borrowers late in 
the day resulted in a’ maximum rate of 15 
per cent. 

The opening was a trifie uncertain, there 
apparently being an inclination to await 
further news from the coal regions, but 
the market shortly developed strength, and 
up to midday showed an advancing tendency. 
During the afternoon there were persistent 
rumors that the coal miners would strike, 
and considerable selling’*not cnly of the 
railroad stocks direétly affected ‘but of the 
entire list resulted. 

The transactions footed up more. than 
1,100,000 shares, and were fairly well distrib- 
uted. There were special movements in sev- 
eral stocks. Among these the most*import- 
ant were those in Louisville and Nashville 
and in Southern Rallway. Louisville and 
Nashville, on trading in about 45,000 shares, 
sold at the highest price yet recorded for it, 
and at a reaction of 8 per cent elosed 1 
points higher than last night; and Sotithern 
Railway, after having sold at 38%, closed 
with a net gain of one-elghth of 1 per cent. 

The activity in these stocks is ascribed to 
the clique of Western operators that has 
been working in them for some time past, 
and rumors of closer relations between the 
two roads were industridusly circulated, as 
has been the cases heretofore when opera:

MAYOR’S FAITH IN THE PEOPLE. 


Suggests That Democrats Should Select 
Good Business-Men in Naming 
the CountyTicket. 


“Take candidates ‘fresh from the peo- 

le.’ 

P This is the prescription Mayor Harrison 
gives the Democratic party as to the draft- 
ing of its county ticket. He insists that if 
the party is to make a good fight, business- 
mén should be selected for county positions. 
He says the County board roster of nominees 
fs of more consequence than nominees for 
the court clerkships and other offices, 

The Mayor expressed himself, too, on the 
question of whether the County Treasurer 
should keep the interest on public funds, re- 
ported to be worth from $50,000 to $200,000, 
or be content with the $4,000 salary pre- 
scribed by law. ; 

**I wouldn’t take the responsibility for 
$4,000 a year, I know that,”’ he said. ‘‘The sal- 
ary ought to be made $20,000, and then the 
Treasurer should be bound down to turn 
over every penny of interest to the public 
treasury.”’ 

Then the Mayor launched into more specific 
advice as to the duties of public officials. 

“The Democrats should aim,” he said, 
“to name men who, if elected, will give 
honest governmient, economically admin- 
istered. My idea would be to scrutinize more 
earefully the nominations for the judiciary 
and the County board than those for Treas- 
urer and the clerkships. The latter are di- 
rected by law to do certain things. But the 
County board is a power in itself; it can 
create. Therefore, there is more neéd of get- 
ting first-class nominees for that body.’’ 

The Democrats are casting about for candl- 
dates. **Among’ “the ‘men ~ mentfonéd’ for 
Treasurer aré. Joseéph.~Donriersberger, ex- 
South Park ‘Commissioner; ‘former City 
Freasurets Adam Ortseifen and Ernst Hum- 
mel,.and Oscar F. Mayer. For Sheriff, As- 
sessor James J. Gray, Charlies Plamondon, 
Alderman Thomas Carey, and Alderman 
John J. Brennan are talked of. Building 
Commissionér Kiolbassa’s mame has been 
mentioned for the County Clerkship. For 
the judicial ticket the list includes Justice 
George Kersten, City Prosecutor Howard 8. 
Taylor, and City Attorney John E. Owens. 
For President of the County board the name 
of Harry G. Selfridge is advanced. . Melville 
E. Stone Jr., Marshall Field Jr., and others 
are discussed as possible nominees for this 
body. The Democratic primaries will be
